Atlanta’s welcome to Santa Claus 


| Friday night roared from the might- 


iest crowd ever assembled in the con- 
fetti-strewn canyons of the downtown 
section as the hero supreme of child- 
hood rode in The Constitution’s pa- 
rade behind five prancing reindeer 
through scenes that gave evidence of 
the strongest kind that the depression 
is ended and mankind's faith has 
been renewed, 

It was, according to every author- 
ity, the greatest outpouring of the 
people of Atlanta in the history of the 
city. Estimates of the crowd ranged 
from 125,000 to 150.000, but all 
greed that it was the most amazing 
spectacle—crowds and parade—that 


ever overflowed the city’s streets. 


From the homes they came. Some 
were fresh from supper. Others had 
waited for an hour or more to make 
sure of a good place from which to 
view the parade. All types were 
there. Families large and _ small. 
Single boys and girls. Children by 
the thousands, running all over the 
place and getting in everybody's way, 
but nobody cared, for it was child- 
hood’s night, 

Atlanta policemen were hard- 
pressed to preserve a sufficient lane 
through which the parade could pass, 
as the pressure of thousands in the 
rear ranks of the spectators slowly 
but inexorably pushed the front rows 
out into the streets. Traffic in all 
downtown streets was practically 
paralyzed and even outlying streets 
were affected. Crosstown street traf- 
fic came to an absolute standstill. 

Throng Amazes Santa. 

Santa Claus, or, as some other 
lands know him. Kris Kringle or 
Saint Nicholas, dropped down out of 
a clearing sky shortly before the hour 
of the parade. He didn’t know what 
was ahead of him. did St. “Nick. al- 
though the shrewd old fellow sorta 
guessed that Atlanta would. be glad 
to see him. He commented on the 
warm weather, saying that his own 
homeland at the North Pole was cold- 
er than a gold-digger'’s heart. but the 
genial spreader of Christmas joy little 
dreamed that a reception of such 
magnitude as to.melt his heart com- 


+| pletely by its very warmth awaited 


him in the crowded and packed streets 
of Atlanta. 

As the time for the parade grew 
nearer the jam thronch the length 
of Peachtree and Whitehall from 
Baker to Mitchell was increased. Lin- 
ing the office windows and rooftops 
were thousands of persons who sought 
unobstructed views of the parade. 
Children stood upon the shoulders of 
their brothers and fathers: mothers 
held aloft their infants: youngsters 
shinned up poles and building facings.

on war debt payments, the United 
States was said authoritatively not 
to have changed its attitude that full 
payment of the loans should be made. 

It was made known in highest quar- 
ters that the position of this admin- 
istration had not altered in the slight- 
est and that it still considered war 
debts and German reparations to be 
entirely separate questions, 

The treasury announced tonight 
the receipt of $8,895,123 in payment 
from six nations. 

All payments were made at the New 
York Federal Reserve bank except in 
the case of: Lithuania, which paid at 
the treasury.

Finland’s payment, the only in- 
stallment in full, consisted of $209,000 
of 3 per cent treasury bonds which

Czecho-Slovakia’s payment com- 
prised $148,850 of 3 per cent treas- 
ury bonds which were accepted at 
par, $1,116.38 accrued interest there- 
on, and cash of $33.62. 

The treasury said all other pay- 
ments were received in cash, 

The full installments due today ag- 
gregated $152,952,637.

T0 Be MADE HER 


Many Unemployed Will 


Get Work in CWA Sur-* 


vey in Atlanta. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Selected “ 


as one of 60 cities in the United 
States for the comprehensive real 
property inventory recently author- 


ized by the civil works administra- — 


tion, Atlanta and Georgia’s capital 
metropolitan district, soon will he 
able to put to work a large number 
of unemployed professional and tech- 
nical men and women embraced in 
the “white collar” class, Willard L. 
Thorpe, director of the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce. who will 
supervise the work, announced today. 

It had been estimated that more 
than 11,000 men and women woul! 
be taken from the unemployed rolls 
within the next few days in carrving 
out the work involved in the real 
property inventory which will be 
made in representative cities throughi- 
out the country. Director Thorpe ex- 
plained that inasmuch as the inven- 
tories.must be completed by February 
15, final plans were being rushed to 
speedy completion so that jobs could, 
be created at the’ earliest possible 
date. 

“In addition to putting to work a 
large number of persons,” said 
Thorpe, “there are many sound rea- 
sons for the immediate initiation of 
such a real property inventory on a 
national scale. For one thing it will 
determine clearly the present condi- 
tion and adequacy of our housing fa- 
cilities, and this in turn will aid in 
the program of stimulation of con- 
struction industries.” 

The Atlanta inventory will show 
the average current rental and the 
exact status of the housing situation 
as it exists in the city today so that 
the figures can be compared with 
census data for 1929.

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COTTON PLANS TOLD 
AT MARIETTA MEETING 


Crop Reduction Contract for 
1934 Topic of Banker- 


Farmer Gathering. 


MARIETTA, Ga.. Dec. 15.—The 
national program of agricultural ad- 
justment was explained here today to 
farmers and agricultural agents of 
northeast Georgia by Harry L. 
Brown, acting director of the state’s 
extension service. 

The conference here was the last 
of a series of five banker-farmer meet- 
ings that have been held in the state 
this week for the purpose of explain- 
ing to the farmers the 1934 farm pro- 
duction program. 

The conferences were sponsored by 
the agricultural committee of the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association and con- 
ducted by extension service of the 
university system and the bankers’ 
committee. Meetings were held at 
Thompson, Baxley, Americus, Fort 
Valley and Marietta. 

Commenting on his experiences 
with growers this week, Mr. Brown 
said “the program has received a 
hearty reception in every section of 
the state and I believe that the na- 
tional program of adjustment will be 
in full effect in Georgia in 1934.” 

While no definite announcement 
has been made it is the hope of the 
extension service that farmers will 
commence to sign up for 1934 cot- 
ton acreage reduction on January 1. 

Under the cotton contract growers 
will be called upon to reduce their 
average planting for the years 1928 to 
1932, inclusive, by 40 per cent. For 
this reduction the administration is 
offering to pay 3 1-2 cents per pound 
on the estimated cut in production, 
plus a bonus of 1 cent a pound on 
that part consumed domestically. 

Mr. Brown said that farmers in 
every section of the state have ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied with 
the cotton contract, while agents in 
the leaf belt are receiving almost com- 

plete co-operation in the tobacco cam- 
paign now in progress.

Health Talks

WOUNDS AND BURNS. 

In nearly every community where 
the (health) intelligence is low there 
is some old woman or a. hermit or 
other queer character who is shrewd 
enough to take advantage of the 
credulity of the neighbors and _ to 
capitalize the superstitious legend 
that may eventually bring the charla- 
tan an easy living catering to the 
ignorant folk who seek miracles. 

Most wounds and burns cause more 
or less itching when they are healing 
or for a short time after healing is 
completed. It is safe for the charlatan 
to promise to cure the itching if she 
gets a whack at it. The itching is 
certain to ease presently, no matter 
what is done. 

The best. prevention of scarring in 
any case is the best medical and sur- 
gical care from the first moment such 
care is available. People who elect to 
monkey with their own wounds or to 
haye truck with neighborhood busy- 
bodies or charlatans summoned from 
the next county should wear their 
ugly scars with good grace. 

Once a scar has been formed, noth- 
ing but surgery can remove or conceal 
it or materially improve the cosmetic 
appearance. In some instances the 
scar or surrounding skin may be tat- 
tooed to blend well. In others the 
scar may be cleanly excised and the 
healthy skin edges approximated so 
as to heal with a less conspicuous 
scar. In others the defect left by-ex- 
cision of the cicatrix or mass of dense 
scar tissue is filled by suitable skin 
grafts. In any case it is a problem 
for the reputable surgeon and not for 
the self-commended quack. 

In this field there are a great many 
quacks who hold themselves out as 
great beauty experts or plastic sur- 
geons, but who are actually obscure 
practitioners without professional 


surgeons, perhaps, but of ill repute 
nevertheless. So low in repute, indeed, 
that they can’t get insurance from the 
standard insurance companies, insur- 
ance to protect them against mal- 
practice suits and to pay the judgment 
or damages the court might award the 
victim of a bungling job, for instance. 
Not a bad idea to select a surgeon who 
is responsible when you have truck 
with surgeons at all. Then, in the 
event that the surgeon gets careless or 
forgets to gather up all his parapher- 
nalia when he is through with the 
operation, you can at least have the 
satisfaction of demanding a snug sum 
from him by way of balm.

RETAIL EXPANSION 
CHEERS BUSINESS 


Dun and Bradstreet Finds 
‘Complete Reversal’ of 
1932 Attitude. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—(/)—The 
entire aspect of trade movement was 
brightened this week by the expansion 
of retail sales, the moderate gains in 
industry and a further rise in em- 
ployment, Dun & Bradstreet said to- 
day in their weekly trade review. 

“Reports from all parts of the coun- 
try reveal that more progress is now 
being made than at any time in the 
last three months,” said the review, 
“with a complete reversal of the at- 
titude assumed at this period last 
year. 

“General business trends not only 
are upward, but the betterment is rest- 
ing on a more stable basis than during 
the midsummer upswing. As a re- 
sult, Christmas buying is attaining 
the largest proportions in the last 
three years.” 

Wholesale markets have kept pace 
with the demand, the review said, and 
distribution is being maintained near- 
ly at the high levels attained during 
the Thanksgiving season. The. report 
said increased schedules are becom- 
ing more numerous from industrial 
centers and a number of plants al- 
ready are planning to open earlier 
than usual to work on spring orders. 


TAYLOR FINDS OUTLOOK 
“BETTER IN EVERY WAY.” 

NEW YORK, Dee. 15.—(#)—My- 
ron C. Taylor, chairman of the board 
of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, today declared that conditions 
now are “better in every way” than 
they were a year ago. 

“We are not going out of this old 
year in sackcloth and ashes,” he said.

Assured General Hugh S. Johnson 
would continue as administrator, 
NRA carried forward its campaign of 
discipline for violators of the volun- 
tary re-employment agreement today 
through orders for 10 more establish- 
ments to take down their Blue 
Eagles. ae 

At the White House it was indi- 
cated that Johnson would remain at 
his post for some time to come and 
the aggressive administrator himself 
said he had too much work still ahead 
to quit any time soon. 

Johnson ordered a telegraphic poll 
taken of cash-and-carry and call-and- 
delivery dry cleaning establishments, 
chosen at random about the country, 
to determine whether a difference in 
prices should be allowed between the 
two. He said he doubted the need, 
but that figurs submitted by cleaners 
for and against were “the most in- 
consistent I have ever seen.” 

The new codes approved today

FRANCE, 3 ALLIES 
BAR REICH ARMS 


PARIS, Dec. 15.—()—A united 
front of France and four of her 
allies against rearmament in Ger- 
many and tinkering with the Ver- 
sailles treaty was agreed upon today 
in .conversations between Foreign 
Minister Paul-Boncour and Dr. Edu- 
ard: Benes, the Czecho-Slovakian for- 
eign secretary. 

They determined also to put square- 
ly before Chancellor Hitler, of Ger- 
many, a definite disarmament con- 
vention through the Geneva arms con- 
ference and thereby to make him as- 
sume the responsibility should he re- 


fuse to sign. 

Poland and the Little Entente na- 
tions, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia 
and Rumania, are the allies. In the 
conversations regarding their rela- 
tions with Germany, it was decided 
it would be impossible to consider 
German rearmament during direct 
diplomatic exchanges in Berlin, 

France remains as strongly as ever 
opposed to giving Germany a free 
rein in armaments and indicated she 
will never consent to rearmament in 
the reich without a guarantee of se- 
curity for herself. 

This was declared impossible with- 
out British adherence which, for the 
present, is frankly Admitted to be im- 
possible. 

France and the Little Entente thus 
are returning to the old stand to 
formulate a disarmament agreement in 
Geneva which can be presented in 
Germany. The conviction was ex- 
pressed that such a course is now 
possible with the countries remaining 
in the conference. 

. Paul-Boncour’ reassured Dr. 
Benes of French friendship, since the 
Little Entente is known to have been 
uneasy following the signing by 
France, Great Britain, Italy and Ger- 
many of Premier Mussolini’s four- 
power western European peace pact. 


WEIR EMPLOYES VOTE, 
DEFYING LABOR BOARD 


PITTSBURGH, Dee. 15.—(?)— 
The 11,500 employes of the Weirton 
Steel Company quietly selected 49 
committeemen today to represent them 
in collective bargaining negotiations 
with the company, while their “‘boss,” 
Ernest T. Weir, exchanged verbal 
blows with General Hugh 8. John- 
son, NRA administrator. 

The election was held in defiance 
of the national labor board and in 
the face of threats by Johnson to 
prosecute company officials and to 
withdraw the firm's NRA Blue Eagle. 
Weir abrogated an agreement with 
the board by which it was to have 
supervised the balloting, charging the 
board violated terms which he inter- 
preted as giving the “company union” 
the right to make the rules. 

Thus, the entire controversy seemed 
certain to observers to wind up in 
the courts with a definite test of 
the NRA labor board's power. 

There was no disorder at the 32 
polls, located inside the plants at 
Weirton and Clarksburg, W. Va., and 
Steubenville, Ohio. West Virginia 
state troopers were on guard at the 
first two plants. Department of jus- 
tice agents also observed the voting. 
Their reports will go to Attorney- 
General Cummings tomorrow. 

At Washington court action appear- 
ed enevitable. 

The national labor board has mar- 
shaled an array of facts which mem- 
bers believe will furnish the attor- 
néy-general ample grounds for asking 
a federal judge to enjoin the com- 
pany from interfering with the bal- 
loting. 

Hugh 8S. Johnson, the recovery ad- 
ministrator, is preparing to ask the 
government's chief counsel to prose- 
cute the company for violation of the 
steel code. e also is preparing to 
ask the national compliance board to 
take away the company’s Blue Eagle. 

On the other hand, Weir, chairman 
of the company’s board, was quoted 
by Johnson as saying “it was time 
this thing was tested in the court.” 

“T think it’s bound for the courts,” 
Johnson said tonight. “The sooner 
we settle it the better.” 


DUCE MAY CONTROL 


ALL ITALIAN SCHOOLS 


ROME, Dee. 15.—(#)—The cham- 
ber of deputies had before it today a 
measure placing every institution of 
education and research in the country 
under the thumb of Mussolini. 

Universities, colleges, scientific s0- 
cieties and all other cultural organi- 
zations, from those of national im- 
portance down to the smallest local 
body, will be fascistized by virtue of 
the project. 

The chamber’s approval, under the 
fascist system, is merely a matter of 
routine. Presenting the proposal, Min- 
ister of Education Francesco Ercole 
informed the deputies its purpose was 
to make sure that the institutions 
activities conformed with the “politi- 
eal and cultural requirements of the 
regime.”

“There is virtual anarchy in the 
wheat pits today,” it was said in au- 
thoritative quarters in justification 
of this step as a temporary and emer- 
gency measure. 

It was considered certain that the 
averasze price would be well below the 
63.08 gold cents (about one dollar) a 
bushel rate at which importing na- 
tions have agreed to start thinking 
about cutting tariffs. 

The committee did not recommend

Liquor Injunction Hearing 
Carried Over to Tuesday 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 15.—()— 
Efforts of drys today to prevent the 
sale of licensed whisky in Augusta 
through court order were continued 
until Tuesday, when additional argu- 
ments will be heard and briefs pre- 
sented. 

Judge A. L. Franklin, in Richmond 
superior court, heard arguments from 
both sides and then postponed further 
discussions of a permanent injunction 
against licensing liquor dealers until 
Tuesday with a decision promised by 
Friday. 

City council only yesterday refused 
to reconsider its action in setting up 
a scale of license fees for both whole- 
sale and retail sale of whisky in this 
city. Georgia had been  bone-dry 
since 1907. 

The suit for permanent injunction, 
a temporary one having been granted, 
was brought by a number of prohbibi- 
tion leaders here. Council said, how- 
ever, that in no event would it be- 
come effective until the first of the 
year. 

Meanwhile the local office of the 
collector of internal revenue made it 
known it would issue receipts for pay- 
ment of the federal tax stamps. 

These stamps cost $25 a year for 
retailers and $100 a year for whole- 
salers and are necessary for liquor 
dispensers under the old revenue laws 
in force before prohibition. 


These stamps are sometimes er- 
roneously construed to be a federal 
license, but the government does not 
license sales even in wet states, but 
licenses the manufacturer. 

Although the twenty-first amend- 
ment protec@ dry states from trans- 


wet areas, there is nothing to prevent 
the internal revenue bureau from is- 
suing the tax stamps in dry states.

“Anyone who takes out one of these 
Augusta city licenses is subject for a 
lunacy hearing. 

“Anyone who takes out such a li- 
cense and sets himself up to do busi- 
ness can be enjoined as a nuisance. 

“Blind tigers can be enjoined now. 
There is no need for a jury hearing 
in such cases,” 

W. H. Fleming, counsel for those 
seeking the injunction, and William 
P. Congdon, aiding the city’s fight to 
prevent the restraining order, engaged 
in heated words that neared a physi- 
cal clash. 

Fleming termed Congdon an “anar- 
chist.” The latter whirled around as 
if to strike Fleming, but spectators 
came between them. Congdon then 
told the court he would not “strike an 
old man.” Fleming is about 70 years 
of- age and Congdon about 40. 

It was the contention of Fleming 
that the passage of the ordinance 
would decrease property values and 
increase the cost of prosecuting liquor 
cases, 

Fleming read a letter he said he 
received from Chase Colvin, of South 
Charleston, Ohio; addressed to the 
president of the Augusta W. C. T. U., 
in which the writer said that if Au- 
gusta licensed liquor he would change 
his itinerary on his way south this 
winter. He said he usually came by 
way of Augusta. 

Hotel men joined with the city in 
urging that the license stand. It was 
their contention that the sale of liquor

March contracts after advancing to 
10.19 at the start, eased off to 10.11 
and closed at 10.16 with the general 
market closing steady at net advances 
of 3 to 6 points. 

Initial prices were 5 to 7 points 
higher on the relatively steady show- 
ing of Liverpool and the earlier ad- 
vance in foreign exchange rates. In 


addition to loca: commissivun house 
and trade buying there seemed to be 
some buying here through brokers 
with foreign connections at the start. 
It was supplied by realizing or a Jit- 
tle southern selling, however, and the 
market soon turned easier with the 
volume of business tapering off dur- 
ing the middle of the day. 

The failure of foreign exchange to 
‘hold its early advances, combined 
with reactions in grain and stocks, 
probably led to some reselling by early 
buyers, and the market worked olf to 
9.93 for January and 10.25 for May 
during the early afternoon or a point 
or two under yesterday's closing quo- 
tations.

TRAPPING SANITY. 

It is remarkable how people who 
are ordinarily sane individuals will 
work themselves into a frenzy over a 
situation that does not exist save in 
the minds of a few who have formu- 


lated an idea and intend to cling to 
it. Take the trapping laws that have 
been passed in some states, such as 
Georgia, and have been hastily re- 
pealed in others that tried them be- 
fore we did. 

The anti-steel trap law, for exam- 

le, is not supposed to stop the traf- 
fic in furs. Ob, no, indeed! The 
anti-steel trappists want their furs, 
too! Think how cold their sensitive 
skins might be without them! This 
law is designed to protect the ani- 
mals from the brutality of man, who 
tortures them in order to gain a few 
dollars. Does it do this? Let's see. 

To begin with, if you don’t want 
to stop the fur trade, which was 
largely responsible for the explora- 
tion of this continent, how do you 
propose to catch your animals? There 
have been many devices proposed for 
the capture of fur- bearing animals, 
ranging from the type that blackjacks 
them to types that fold up about them 
like a cot going into reverse and holds 
them alive until the trapper arrives 
on the scene to get his catch. As 
often as not, as we said before, the 
head-breaking type fails to work. And 
in the case of the live traps, only the 
element of time is different in the 
results of this type and the steel trap. 
Such traps are largely used for the 
capture of beaver and other aquatic 
or semi-aquatic animals. The trap- 
per, knowing that his catch, if any, 
is not suffering the tortures of the 
damned in a steel trap, may take 
several days to go to these traps, But 
even a beaver cannot live long without 
air. Suppose the trap fouls, which is 
very likely? Is death any the sweeter 
for being greatly prolonged? 

The trap that holds in imprison- 
ment any animal is more cruel than 
one which hastens his death, for death 
must come in any case, and at the 
hands of a trapper after hours of im- 
prisonment, that death is likely to be 
much more horrible than the death

After all, the anti-steel trap Jaw 
has done just one thing; it bas com- 
pletely cut off the income that our 
trappers formerly had from their la- 
bors, and let one who knows tell you. 
they earned every bit of it. If the 
beaver of a certain section are becom- 
ing too thick, let us transfer them 
elsewhere. Where? Anywhere! No. 
Let the trappers reduce them to their 
proper numbers, take their just re- 
wards in money, and restore the bal- 
ance to the favor of the beaver. Senti- 
mentality has no place in natural 
economy. 

You are confronted by a lien, You 
have no desire to hurt the lion, so 
you do not fire that high-powered 
rifle. Fur-bearers overrun agricultural 
lands, but you have no desire to hurt 
the fur-bearers, so you sacrifice the 
crops.

Sewer Blasts Rock

15.—(P)—A se- 
ries of underground main explosions 
rumbled over nearly a square mile of 
Chicago’s west side today, buckling 
pavements and sidewalks, blasting out 
windows and injuring three persons. 

Gaping holes, one of them nearly 
300 feet long, made craters in the 
streets and man-hole covers sailed 
high into the air as one explosion fol- 
lowed another. Officials said damage 
would exceed $100,000. The explosions 
occurred in mains under Armitage 
avenue and in basements of flanking 
residences, 

Hundreds of pedestrians, motorists, 
office workers and residents were en- 
dangered. The blasts were caused, in- 
vestigators asserted, either by sewer 
gas or illuminating gas. 


Cabinet of Barrios 
Resigns in Madrid 


MADRID, Dec. 15.—(UP)—Prime 
Minister Diego Martinez Barrios and 
his entire cabinet resigned tonight. 
Their resignations were accepted im- 
mediately by President Niceto Alcala 
Zamora, 

The resignation of the Martinez 
Barrios cabinet had been expected, as 
exclusively forecast two days ago by 
the United Press. Political leaders be- 
lieved that the crisis would be settled 
swiftly. 

Former Premier Alejandro Lerroux 
was regarded as the most likely can- 
didate for the premiership. He prob- 
ably wanld seek to form a centrist 
bloc government, leaning strongly to- 
ward the conservatives.

| WINE QUOTA HIKE 


GRANTED FRANCE 


U. S. May Use Liquor 
Imports as Wedge for 
Debt Bargaining. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—4)— 
A vastly increased import quota for 
French wines was announced by the 
government today at the same time 
a report spread that congressional 
pcommittees were considering using 
liquor importations as a bargaining 
wedge for debt payments from foreign 
nations. 

The federal alcohol contro] adminis- 
tration’s announcement that the tem- 
porary quota for French wines had 
been increased almost four times said 
the action had been predicated 


give reciprocal tariff action 
American apples and pears. 


In the midst of these developments, 
President Rovusevelt, the treasury de- 
partment and the navy launched upon 
a post-repeal attack against rum-run- 
ners. This campaign was precipitat- 
ed by what treasury officials called 
a challenge to the government, com 
ing indirectly from the British freight- 
er Mogul, lying off the California 
coast with 40,000 cases of liquor in 
her hold. 

Ham Quota Raised. 

France, control administration offi- 
cials said in explaining the increased 
wine quota, also had raised by oU 
per cent the quota on salt pork and 
ham from this country. The original 
four-month quota figure given’ for 
France was 784,000 gallons, a major- 
ity of which was understood to be 
wine, with the balance made up ot 
brandy. “Further mutual concessions” 
were mentioned as possible by offi- 
cials of the alcohol agency. 

Democratic members of the ways 
and means committee were described 
as strongly inclined toward inserting 
in the proposed act a provision to 
give the president broad powers to en- 
ter bi-lateral trade agreements with 
liquor importing countries but bar- 
ring such agreements with nations de- 
linquent in war debt payments. 

As contemplated by the democratic 
members of the congressional commit- 
tee the provision would be mandatory 
except when a debtor nation proved 
beyond doubt its inability to pay,

VALLEY ASSOCIATION 
APPROVES TVA WORK 


Knoxville Meeting Warned 
Against Propaganda 
Being Circulated. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 15.— 
(P)—The Tennessee Valley Associa- 
tion, composed of members from seven 
states, today voted its support of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority’s program. 

An organization which Will R. 
Manier, of Nashville, said would make 
it “impossible for anybody to rock 
the boat,” was started by the 200 
representatives from Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Kentucky. 

A lot of propaganda against this en- 
terprise has been subtly spread 
around,” Manier said. “Powerful 
selfish interests are opposed to the 
project.” 

He urged the representatives from 
each state to complete setting up an 
advisory committee which would hold 
community meetings to carry the TVA 
program direct to the people. 

Dr. A. E. Morgan, chairman of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, assert- 
ed in an address before the associa- 
tion that “President Roosevelt is about 
the first president to dare to use the 
word ‘experiment’ in forming a na- 
tional policy.” 

“As I get better acquainted with 
the president,” he said, “I don’t be- 
lieve he expects the Tennessee valley 
program to be accomplished like 
magic. I believe he wants a funda- 
mental, scientific development—a 
gradual feeling of our way into bet- 
ter methods of living and doing things. 

Approximately 200 members of the 
association, formed several months 
ago to aid in the development of the 
Tennessee basin, are attending the 
meeting from Tennessee, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama 
and Kentucky. They heard the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority’s program 
discussed by Dr. Morgan and David 
E. Lilienthal, another director. 


UNIQUE DEFENSE 
WINS ACQUITTAL 
IN DEKALB TRIAL 


One of the most unique defenses 
ever heard in DeKalb superior court 
brought about the freedom Friday of 
Ledford E. Nuckolls on charges 
of shooting Emory Starnes, whose son 
Nuckolls killed last year in Tucker. 
He was cleared of charges Friday by 
a jury in the DeKalb court on the 
day he finished serving a one-to-five- 
year sentence for slaying the younger 
Starnes. 

Nuckolls shot and killed Owen 
Starnes and wounded Emory Starnes 
in a fight which developed in a cot- 
ton gin in Tucker more than a year 
ago. He pleaded self-defense and was 
sentenced in DeKalb superior court 
for killing Owen Starnes. 

Friday when he was tried for shoot- 
ing the father, Young H. Fraser, 
Nuckells’ attorney, based his defense 
on the grounds that Nuckolls had to 
shoot both in self-defense and that 
he was tried for both shootings in his 
former trial; that he could not be 
tried again because of former jeop- 
ardy. Fraser contended that when 
the Starnes attacked Nuckolls, the 
man had to shoot both of them to 
defend himself. 

Judge John B. Hutcheson, who was 
on the bench, said the defense was 
one of the most unique he had ever 
heard,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(4)— 
Secretary Hull today told representa- 
tives of the Americin republics at- 
tending the Pan-American conference 
in Montevideo that his government 
was attempting to end as rapidly as 
possible “engagements set up by pre- 
vious circumstances.”
